defiance and a general refusal to respect and 
listen to the Leadership and abide by our club By 
Laws was the order of the evening. Had the 
Agenda proceeded as outlined, everyone would 
have had the opportunity to hear our Vice 
President/SANDARC~ Chair/2010 ARRL 
Convention Chair talk about the great show we 
have planned for everyone at the Convention in 
September. Then, in the normal, boring and 
orderly course of club business, very important 
information would have been conveyed to the 
General Membership, for example on September 
25* is the club picnic, finalizing of the Anza 
Borrego Parade event, and looking into the 2010 
Mother Goose Parade, just to mention a few that 
were on the Agenda. Had this information been 
distributed at the meeting, | would not have had 
to handle emails and telephone calls as this 
information would have been conveyed at the 
meeting. Committee Chair Reports would have 
been presented wherein club members’ questions 
and concerns would have been answered. Then, 
if there remained any questions, under “new 
business”, it would have been appropriate to 
bring the motion of the evening. But no, it couldn’t 
have been that simple! For the first time ever | 
was requested to provide a copy of the General 
Membership Meeting Agenda prior to the meeting, 
and then look what happened! It seemed that 
everyone was a Robert’s Rules of Order and 
ARCEC By Laws specialist that night. Turns out, 
none of us were. Pursuant to our By Laws, there 
is a specific procedure to remove anyone from 
office, beginning with the Board and the Board 
bringing it to the General Membership, etc. So 
has the dust settled? | would ask that we all meet 
in a friendly fashion at the next meeting as we 
have a great speaker planned, and it would be 
most unfortunate for the personal agenda of a 
few to ruin another meeting. 


The Board Report, which I usually give, would 
have been that upon my becoming aware of the 
address error at the bank, | immediately had my 
daughter drive me to the bank where | had the

bank address correction made and obtained a 
letter from Chase Bank dated 8-2-10, which was 
in fact provided to the Board and read at the 
Board Meeting by our Vice President, confirming 
that the bank address for our club is in fact as it 
should be ARCEC, P.O. Box 50, El Cajon, CA 
92022; that all club business mail is to go there; 
and the Bank Operations Officer verified in her 
letter that the error in the address was in fact 
the error and fault of the bank. All this “good 
news” was already reported and resolved at the 
Board Meeting. 


Further, my report would have quenched rumors 
that the Post Office Box was lost. As soon as | 
became aware of the fact that the P.O. Box had 
not been paid, without pointing fingers or placing 
blame, | immediately had my daughter drive me 
to the Post Office, that is after stopping by the 
bank first to put out that fire, where | promptly 
paid out of my own pocket for the Post Office Box 
and reinstated the Post Office Box. In fact, | 
submitted the Post Office Box Receipt and 
received a reimbursement check at the Board 
Meeting to reimburse me for this out of pocket 
club expense so clearly individuals in the club 
were aware that this issue had been resolved 
prior to the 8-12-10 meeting. 


At the prior Board meeting | did mention the fact 
that I have friends in the LA area that | talk to 
from time to time and receive advice from. 

From 
the time of the Board Meeting to the time of the 
General Membership Meeting and from the 
statements of the individual making the motion 
of the evening, he alleged that | had lied to 
theBoard regarding my conversations with 
individuals in LA as he had asked ARRL Director 
and Vice Director if | had contacted them and they 
said no. The ARRL Director and Vice Director 
were in fact correct as | never contacted them. 
Somehow an individual, who was not even at the

It was moved and seconded 
that the budget be adapted. The motion carried.” 
In this same Minutes, it states “AUDITOR Mike, 
N6OPH reported that the books are in good 
order.” In the Secretary’s Board File for February 
2010 is a copy of the Auditor Report dated 2 
January 2010 and this report was given to the 
General Membership at the 2-11-10 meeting. 


Regarding the General Membership’s Motion on 
7-8-10 for the Secretary to publish the Board 
Minutes within 14 days of a Board Meeting, since 
the Agenda was discarded, the membership did 
not get to hear the thinking behind why the Board 
Minutes cannot be published within 14 days. 
First of all, the motion was made at the end of 
the meeting, discussion was rushed, and as | 
indicated there are a minimum of four times 
during the year when the Board Meeting is two 
days prior to the General Membership Meeting; a 
perfect example is the month of September. So 
we would follow this rule 8 times a year and not 
follow it for 4 times a year. This is the issue that 
| raised and tried to discuss but people did not 
fully understand it. Also, people did not fully 
understand the scope of what they are trying to 
mandate to the Secretary and that is Secretary 
job duties that are not outlined in our By Laws. 
Further, the By Laws do not address posting of 
Board Minutes on a website prior to their 
approval, but rather state Minutes are available 
upon request.

“FCC Reacts Publicly to 


Ham Radio Scandal” 


Toit and change have shaken 


the ranks of our hobby in recent years. 
Controversy over incentive licensing, the 
role ye the code, and concern over the 
dwindling ranks of our hobby have caused 
angst and sown the seeds of division 
among hams, young and old. Now, with 
the spring of renewal in Cycle 24 upon us, 
it is time for a healing catharsis for our 
hobby, with “Chicken Noodle Soup for the 


Ham Radio Operator’s Soul”. 


At a hastily called news conference at 
FCC headquarters in Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, well-known Amateur Radio 
Division Enforcement Chief Rollie 
Hollingsworth K4XYZ spoke to reporters 
regarding the start of a Commission 
enforcement effort focusing on an unfolding 
scandal within Ham Radio. Hollingsworth and 
others at the Commission have learned 
through unidentified sources that certain 
well-known US Amateurs, active within the 
DX community, have been operating with FCC 
issued call signs originally assigned to female 
Hams. 


At the start of the news conference, 
ARRL Spokesperson Terry Jennings- 
Hargsgood-Bergroyne-Hasselflat provides 
background to the assembled worldwide 
press. “A Morse code contact with a stateside- 
based, female Amateur Operator is 
considered a relative rarity within the US and 
worldwide Amateur community. J ust under 
14% of US Radio Amateurs are female, and 
few of these Amateurs are proficient in high- 
speed Morse telegraphy. | t is understandable 


the excitement generated by the appearance 
of a female Ham operating high-speed CW.” 


J ennings-Hargsgood-Bergroyne- 
Hasselflat adds “However, unwitting 
European and Asian DX’ers are being lured 
into high speed CW QSOs with a Ham they 
think is a ‘YL.’ In fact, the Ham on the other 
end of the QSO is an ‘OM’ or male Amateur 
Radio operator, pretending to be a ‘YL’ 
operating high speed CW. Many of the Ham 
victims have developed personal 
relationships with these ‘masqueraders,’ on 
occasion sending a note containing a 
comment of a personal nature along with a 
QSL card.” When asked about this revelation, 
Hollingsworth declined to provide details, 
but “Chicken Noodle Soup” has learned that 
on at least one occasion, an unsuspecting 
Ham has sent a photograph along with a note 
containing “comments of a complimentary 
nature” to the Ham in question. Many of the 
affected Hams who have corresponded with 
the “YL” Hams are crestfallen, having 
learned that a relationship they have 
cultivated over Amateur frequencies was in 
fact, a sham. 


“This is just beyond belief” comments 
an angry Hollingsworth to an assembled 
world media gathered at Gettysburg. “One 
of the principal reasons for the existence of 
the Amateur Radio Service is to promote 
international goodwill through Amateur 
Radio. The more the Commission has learned 
about these incidents, the more we suspect 
there may have been several Hams who may 
have had their hearts broken by this ruse.” 
Hollingsworth continues: “The Commission 
is committed to a policy of 100% honesty in 
QSLing,” referring to a recent ARRL 
modification of the 1929 “Amateur’s Code” 
which includes the admonition to “Never 
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Chicken Noodle Soup 
Continued 


coperate in a way as to lessen the pleasure 
of others” and was recently revised to include 
“Never act to deceive when completing a QSL 
card.” 


Reached for comment in Paris, the 
President of Union Francaise Des 
Radioamateurs, The French National 
Amateur Radio organization, responded to 
the scandal, which has hit French Amateurs 
particularly hard. President Jacques Dumir 
F51 MF seemed to sum up the sentiment within 
the European Ham community. “Our hearts 
are broken,” a sad-faced Dumir exclaimed to 
assembled reporters. “French Radio 
Amateurs do not welcome this development. 
I join with my countrymen in condemning this 
despicable practice of masquerading as ‘YL 
DX’ while contacting French Radio Amateurs. 
The French are not accustomed to surrender 
and will not surrender to the forces of 
darkness within our hobby,” a veiled 
reference to past criticism leveled at French 
military leaders who have been accused of 
surrendering in wartime enterprises. “This act 
strikes at the pride of all French and European 
Amateurs, and French DX’ers, in particular.” 
As if to emphasize his distaste for the 
practice, which started the scandal, Dumir 
called upon the U.S. FCC to “...end this 
deceptive practice, which mocks the 
relationship between women and men in our 
hobby.” 


In his closing remarks, Dumir pleaded 
“Have not the French suffered enough?” a 
reference to the “Boycott France” campaign, 
the result of US negative reaction to French 
opposition to US diplomacy at the United 
Nations. The boycott influenced Ham events, 
with the snack concessions at Dayton 
Hamvention® changing the name of “French 
fries” to “Freedom Fries®,” sparking poodle- 
like howls of protest among French Radio 
Amateurs at Dayton. 


Counterpoise 


At League headquarters in Newington, 
QST Editor David Sleeper K1ZZZ seemed to 
downplay the impact the scandal might have 
on sales of antique QSL cards and memorabilia 
containing the greeting ‘88’s’, a Ham shorthand 
for “love and kisses,” common on QSLs sent by 
authentic “YLs”. “We have no reason to believe 
these ‘forgeries’ are widespread within the Ham 
community. Rather, we suspect they are limited 
to a few suspected Ham DX’ers.” Responding to 
reporters’ questions regarding the League’s 
liability in “forged” QSLs handled by the 
outgoing QSL Bureau, Sleeper moved to quickly 
dispel any notion of ARRL liability in handling 
the QSLs in question. Sleeper did hint that the 
League may offer it’s services in directing 
affected overseas Hams to “Ham Radio 
Psychological Counselors” under it’s 
“Psychological Help for Hams®” program which 
includes a widely-used hot line for exclusive use 
by U.S. Hams who operate DX contests. 


“Chicken Noodle Soup for the Ham Radio 
Operator’s Soul” will keep it’s readers informed 
as this scandal unfolds.

| had the day off from work and the kids 
where all in school so | drove to the park. As | 
pulled into the family’s favorite spot, because it 
is the HF DX hot spot and the view is the best in 
the whole park, | turned on the mobile radio to 
20 meters 14.268 MHz. | heard a QSO and one 
was about how the B-17s in WW II would fly in 
formation and have about a total of 200 guns in 
its collective to shoot down enemy fighter 
planes. The goal of the enemy fighter pilots was 
to break up the B-17 formation and pick them 
off one by one so long as they stayed together 
they were strong. As they were telling the story, 
you could close your eyes and visualize the 
action in your mind. One of the guys said he lost 
one of his best friends in a B-17 on one of the 
bombings missions. They signed up together and 
trained right after Pearl Harbor. Then they were 
shipped off overseas in the same squadron of B- 
17s. 

The QSO ended, so I moved the dial up and 
down and heard some other QSO’s going on but, 
not quite as interesting as the B-17 one. | opened 
up my lunch bag and started to eat my BLT 
sandwich when all the ducks and geese started 
to swam around the truck. They were making 
such a fuss over not a thing | could see. Then, a 
call came over the HF just a little off the 
frequency | was parked on. It was someone 
calling for help! | dialed it in and tried to answer 
back. The ducks and geese were making so much 
noise that the person heard only the carrier. | 
tried to move the truck, but the darn birds 
followed me and kept making a fuss. | heard the 
call of help again; it was a KD4 call. His audio 
was Clear, but those birds kept making a fuss. 
The Park Ranger was making his rounds and 
stopped by and told me to stop feeding the birds 
or they will keep pestering you. | told him! was 
not feeding them. | had some emergency traffic 
on the radio. He leaned into the truck and started 
to listen to the radio. The KD4 station called 
again. | answered back and asked him the nature 


of his emergency and how could | help. 
He said, “This is Glenn in Ozark, Alabama and 
we are having a heat wave and power and the 
phones are out. His wife is having heatstroke and 
she is fading fast. CAN YOU HELP ME!” The Park 
Ranger got on his radio and called dispatch that 
he had some priority traffic and needed some 
assistance. | got Glenn’s address and the 
information on how to get to his QTH. Ill tell you, 
he was out in the sticks. | gave the Ranger the 
information and we stayed on the radio with him 
until we heard the sirens in the background on 
his last transmission. 

All through the emergency traffic call, the 
darn birds kept fussing. The Ranger even threw 
my sandwich at them and tried to chase them off, 
but they kept coming back. It was like we were 
the B-17s trying to do our mission and the birds 
were the enemy fighter pilots pecking at us to 
make us go away. The Ranger, Glenn and I stayed 
in formation and won this battle. About a week 
later, | got a QSL Card in the mail, it read, “Thank 
you for your help. The doctor told me if help had 
arrived any later, she would not have made it.” 

I still go to that park from time to time, 
and the Ranger stops by every time he sees me 
and takes a break from his daily routine and 
listens to my HF radio. The birds have since 
moved on, and I can get back to the reason I got 
into Amateur Radio in the first place, to have FUN 
and help others in the time of need.

At the 7-6-10 Board Meeting, one Board Member 
responded to an inquiry and stated that the 
Badge Vendor process the club has been using 
is fine, except that as the Membership Chair was 
appointed to be Secretary on 3-2-10, we need 
to take four steps to avoid any conflict of 
interest: 1. The Badge Vendor cannot collect 
money for badges nor discuss badges with 
anyone but the Badge Vendors Chair; 2. Vendors 
Chair must give a purchase order to the Badge 
Vendor; 3. Prices must remain the same or be 
below other vendors and must check prices at 
regular intervals to insure they are competitive; 
4. Any motions to make badges cannot be made 
by Badge Vendor and the Badge Vendor must 
abstain from any votes regarding the Badge 
Vendor. 


In order to be in compliance with the Board, as 
the Membership Chair, | did the following. On 7- 
8-10 the entire petty cash fund, which consisted 
of $25.00 in $1.00 bills, was returned to the 
Treasurer at the General Membership Meeting 
in the presence of Rich, N6NKJ , a Board Member. 
On 7-11-10 the Membership Chair emailed a 
report to the President, who forwarded it on to 
the Board, explaining the steps taken to avoid 
any conflicts. Specifically, a list of members who 
paid the ARCEC for badges but the badges have 
not been ordered nor made due to equipment 
being down since February was provided; a list 
of members who signed up for badges but have 
not yet paid for them was provided, and a list of 
the individual who requested a replacement 
badge was provided. As has been the practice 
since 2004, all badge money paid has been given 
to the Treasurer and the Treasurer presently has 
all monies paid for badges to date, which should 
already have been noted in the Treasurer’s 
Records under Badge Fund. The Board indicated 
they have to get price quotes to determine if 
they will keep the current Badge Vendor or go

with another Badge Vendor so the members who 
are awaiting badges are now in limbo pending 
that process. The Badge Vendor has not 
discussed badges with anyone and the foregoing 
is the action taken by me as the Membership 
Chair in order to be in compliance with the 
Board’s direction at the 7-6-10 Board Meeting. 
Clearly, all Board Members are aware of this 
information. Had I, as the Membership Chair, 
been given the opportunity to give my report at 
the 8-12-10 meeting all of this would have been 
cleared up. In fact, the individuals bringing all 
of the allegations against the President and 
Secretary were already aware that all of the 
foregoing action was taken to resolve any 
potential conflicts. It is unclear why certain 
individuals continue to make false statements 
and reports to club members both at club 
meetings and on the “Unofficial Reflector”, but 
clearly these actions were already taken and any 
potential conflict was already resolved by the 
Board prior to the 8-12-10 meeting. 


One of my duties as Membership Chair is to 
distribute the Roster. The Roster was distributed 
in February 2010 to those members who paid 
their dues during the Membership Drive and 
signed up to get a copy of the Roster at that time. 
Due to the present climate in the club and recent 
misuse of the Roster, | have not given anyone a 
current Roster. When I sent out the Rosters in 
February, | put a “Confidentiality Cover Sheet” 
on it to insure privacy of our club members’ 
information. Unfortunately, that Roster appears 
to have been “leaked”, “reformatted”, posted on 
an “Unofficial Reflector” and other information 
that as Membership Chair and in my judgment | 
would consider to be confidential, is being 
distributed and posted by individual(s) who are 
not the Membership Chair. This is a problem. For 
the past 50 years our club has run very smoothly 
by following our By Laws. Our By Laws establish 
Committee Chairs to divide tasks and avoid 


issues such as we presently have. Each 
Committee Chair’s job is to run their Committee 
and do their job only. When others interfere, 
conflicts arise. The distribution of the Roster and 
members’ privacy issues will have to be 
discussed by the Board at a later date. While it 
is “Tradition” to provide yearly Rosters, and | 
love “Tradition”, the By Laws are silent on the 
issue.
